Anticipated public opposition to tho 


ordinance failed to materialize. A. few, 
citizens were present. They had noth- 
ing: to say. The only action, the op- 
position 'toIt was In the presentation 
of a petition against the granting of 
the franchise. 
This document, 
ac- 


cording to two of the Councilmen who 
had been approached by some of tho 
signers, was circulated under misrep- 
resentation; 
, Councilman Joseph Mason made a 
report .for the committee' apointed to 
examine the ordinance to ascertain.
